Claim 1 (Currently amended) A pharmaceutical composition comprising: 

a) a pharmaceutical^ acceptable excipient, diluent or carrier; 

b) a therapeutically effective amount of at least one estrogen or prodrug thereof, said 
estrogen being selected from the group consisting of 17($-estradiol, 17(3-estradiol esters, estriol, 
estriol esters, estrone, estrone esters, conjugated estrogen, equilin, equilin esters, 
17a-ethynylestradiol, 17a-ethynylestradiol esters, mestranol, mestranol esters, chemestrogen, 
diethylstilbestrol, phytestrogen, tibolone, 2'-ethylestrogenoxazole, and ethynediol; and 

c) a therapeutically effective amount of at least one selective estrogen receptor 
modulator or prodrug thereof, wherein the selective estrogen receptor modulator has the 
following formula: 




wherein R, and R 2 are independently hydrogen, hydroxyl or a moiety which is converted to 
hydroxyl in vivo; 

wherein Z is either absent or selected from the group consisting of -CH 2 -,-0-,-S- and -NR 3 - 
(R 3 being hydrogen or lower alkyl); 
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
